The city council dev oted most of 
its hour and ten minutes last night 
to the discussion of water meters and 
fire ex tinguishers. 
The councilman 
heard one certain fire ex tinguisher, 
the representativ e of which 
v isited 
Rushv ille a fewr day s ago, eulogized 
by Dr. C. H. Parsons, and they also 
heard some facts in regard to water 
meters; 
the sav ing which would re­ 
sult by installing meters. 
The city has purchased a dozen of 
the uncomparable fire ex tinguishers 
and two gallons of the “ juice” which 
does the dirty work. The members of 
the fire committee of the city coun­ 
cil witnessed the demonstration by 
the agent here and placed an order. 
Last night their action was ratified 
by the council and Rushv ille will soon 
be able to ex tinguish most any sort 
o f a fire, if the facts which Dr. Par­ 
sons and Ed Kelley presented are all 
true. 
Dr. Parsons told the council one of 
the fire ex tinguishers would hav e put 
out the school house fire of Sunday 
night 
in 
two 
minutes. 
J udging 
from the demonstration he saw, Dr. 
Parsons av erred that he would esti­ 
mate that the whole floor 
of 
the 
council chamber could be set on fire 
and that he could ex tinguish it with 
one squirt from the fire ex tinguisher 
through the key hole of the door. 
But that's not all this ex tinguisher 
will do. 
It will ex tinguish an electri­ 
cal fire which can not be done with 
water because water is a v ery good 
conductor of 
electricity , 
say s 
Dr. 
Parson. 
At. Ed Kelley ’s blacksmith 
shop, where the ex hibition was made, 
according to Dr. Parsons, a portion 
of the floor was saturated with gaso­ 
line and lighted, and the fire ex tin­ 
guisher put it out in an instant. 
He 
declared that it would put out an arc 
light e a s i l y and would damage noth­ 
ing 
Tie said it could be squirted on 
carpets or any piece of furniture and 
not damage it in the least. 
The ex tinguisher is made of brass, 
is six inches long and 
three and 
a 
half inches in diameter. 
They can 
he carried in y our pocket, according 
to it he eouncibnen. 
They cost $8 4 a 
dozen and the “ juice” is $.1 a gallon. 
Dr. Parsons said the chemical action 
is, it destroy s all the ox y gen in the 
air. and without ox y gen there can he 
n o fi re. 
Water meters were nex t in order. 
The council did not decide to install 
water meters, understand, hut just 
talked ab o u t it. 
From the trend of 
the co n v ersatio n 
last night it is to he 
inferred that the council means to 
amend the water ordinance some Time 
between now and nex t fall so as to 
prov ide for-the installation of meters. 
Dr. Parsons said 'the majority of 
. patroms he had talked to fav ored the 
installation of water meters. He also 
a-sorted that the

It Av as soon remov ed at 
the hospital and Dr. Sex ton said the 
trip was a wise one, as it Av as v ery 
likely it would hfiv e been impossible 
to perform the operation had there 
been any unnecessary delay in get­ 
ting the v ictim of the accident < n the 
operating table. Mr. Ensminger re­ 
turned to his home Tuesday morning.

hoard and the Carthage school hoard 
y esterday . 
The report has been cir­ 
culated that

friction between the school board and 
the teachers, but Mr. Hill professed 
to know nothing of such a thing.

Peking, March 6.—The su ggestion 
that the sou thern army be brou ght 
here to protect President Yu an Shih 
Kai and restore order in Peking is 
strongly opposed. It wou ld inev itably 
resu lt disastrou sly , as what remains of 
the northern army is strongly anti­ 
repu blican and these soldiers wou ld 
fiercely resent any interference by the 
men from the sou th, whom they de­ 
spise. The northern troops are great­ 
ly su perior in phy siqu e to those of the 
sou th, and are aggressiv ely inclined. 
They wou ld probably whip the sou th­ 
erners in rou gh fighting. 
American and British tobacco stores 
In Paotingfu were sacked and looted 
of goods v alu ed at $50,000. 
Three 
American warships hav e left Shanghai 
for the north. It is reported that 2,000 
troops hav e rev olted and sacked Kiu - 
kiang, in the Yangtse v alley . Sev eral 
parties of mu tineers retu rned here 
with the intention of 
renewing the 
looting. They were immediately seiz­ 
ed and beheaded. 


[ANARCHY PREVAILS 


Conditions Ha v e Gotte n Out of Con­ 
trol of the Authoritie s . 
Shanghai, March 6.—From informa­ 
tion receiv ed here in au thoritativ e 
telegrams from Canton, it is learned 
that the situ ation in the cou ntry bor­ 
dering on the city of Canton and in 
that city itself has become intolerable, 
and the foreign gov ernments, if they 
knew of the occu rrences, wou ld take 
measu res to prev ent them. 
Soldiers who hav e been discharged 
from the serv ice are going abou t in 
bands, mu rdering and pillaging. 
Few 
details of the ou trages are obtainable, 
bu t what is known indicates that a 
state of anarchy is prev ailing in the 
Canton district. Mu rders are frequ ent 
and the corpses are thrown into the 
West riv er and allowed to float down­ 
stream. 
Terrible scenes are enacted in Can­ 
to n daily , and the details are so ho rri­ 
ble that they canno t be published. A 
ty pical incident is repo rted in which 
a well-kno wn Chinese who refused to 
co mply with the demands o f a band 
o f ro bbers, fo und, o n returning to his 
ho me, that his who le family had been 
slaug htered. A fierce rev o lv er fig ht 
o ccurred in Canto n between 
riv al 
bands o f Chinese ro bbers. The ships 
passing alo ng the West riv er, are be­ 
ing g uarded by warships to prev ent 
pirates fro m carry ing o n o peratio ns 
The sho res o f the riv er hav e also been 
fo rtified. 
It is believ ed that the fo r­ 
eig n autho rities are making prepara­ 
tio ns to take charg e o f all the riv ers 
In so uthern China. 
Reports from Nanking indicate that 
the repu blicans will take measu res to 
bring abou t a compromise in the pres­ 
ent situ ation confronting Yu an Shih 
Kai. Br. Su n Yat Sen, the leading fig­ 
u re in the repu blic, and others close! 
identified with repu blicanism, are pre­ 
pared to go to Pekin to confer with 
Yu an. 
Peking, it is stated, will re­ 
main the capital of the cou ntry for the 
present. 
The entire gov ernment or­ 
ganized by the repu blicans at Nanking 
will be remov ed to Peking and Yu an 
will be inau gu rated president there. 
Tientsin is qu iet, bu t ex ecu tions are 
taking place ev ery day . 
Looting is 
continu ed on a small scale and many 
of the shops are closed becau se most 
of the goods hav e been carried away . 
Three companies of Ru ssian troops 
hav e been ordered to Peking to pre­ 
v ent any harm to Ru ssian interests. 
A dispatch from Weihaiwei states 
that 1,000 people hav e been killed in 
the ou tbreaks there. The situ ation is 
now in the hands of the repu blicans.

The industrial council, to which it is 
believed the government intrusted the 
task of finding means for ending the 
strik e, met and conferred with Pre­ 
mier Asquith, who made a very import 
ant statement, the nature of which has 
not been disclosed. The most hopeful 
sign is found in the report that many 
strik ers in Derby shire want to return 
to work and that the owners are con 
sidering the question of reopening the 
pits. 
As various industries are being crip­ 
pled and closed down for want of fuel 
the executives of other unions are be 
ing compelled to hand out funds to 
their own unemploy ed, and these lead 
ers regard the outlook with great anx 
iety . “It is all very well for the min 
ers,” said one official, “but our own 
union’s funds will soon be bled white.’

In 16 towns of 25,000 p op ulation, 
le said, with 25 p er cent tap p ed for 
meters, th ere was an av erage daily 
use of 134 gallons p er customer. In 
15 towns of th e same size with 75 p er 
cent water meters, th e av erage daily 
consump tion was only 50 gallons p er 
cap ita. 
In 25 towns between 5.000 
and 10,000 p op ulation, with 25 p er 
cent water meters, th e daily av erage 
was 110 gallons p er p atron.

was 33 gallons. "

trons, th e same th ing would be nec­ 
essary .
